As the world 
economic terror is getting more tense coupled with the 
bombardment by Japanese forces in China, the local business 
market is tottering. Consequently Chinese and foreign

The yoke of the international capitalists is responsible 
for much unemployment. The mmmber of unemployed will always 
be on the increase so long as the economic terror of the 
capitalists remains intensified. The majority of the 
proletarian class in capitalistic countries have become 
unemployed workers. China is under the rule of international 
Imperialists and landlord classes. The former are intensifying 
their efforts to effect the partition of China and to oppress 
the inhabitants of the @lonies, while the latter are imposing 
heavy taxes and high standards of revenue, thereby resulting 
in the clzsing down of many industrial concerns and the 
dismissal of a large number of workers. Toiling peasants 
likewise suffer f rom oppression. Pollowing the Sino-Japanese 
conflict in Woosung and Chapei, several tens of thousands of 
workers of the San Yue Towel Factory, the Commercial Press 
Ltd., the Kiangnan Arsenal and other industrial conccrns have 
become jobless, while a large number of refugees are now to be 
found in Chapei, Kaingwan, Woasung, Chenju, Nanziang ar:d other 
war affected areas. 


With the approach of the year-end, many workers are 
being dismissed by Chinese and foreign capitalists and their 
families are exyelled from the factories and dormitories and 
are exposed with the bare necessities of life during this cold 
weather.

Arrengements for Unemployed Day (January 18, 1933) 


The general depression in business, the civil wars, the 
famine, the preparations for the dismemberment of China, the 
Kuomintang and capitalist terror etc. have aggrevated the 
problem of unemployment in China. Thousands of proletarians 
are driven out of factories, and the farmers are suffering from 
privations and misery. By prohibiting strikes and introducing 
the law of arbitration the Kuomintang oppresses both’ the workers 
and the unemployed. This state of affairs obliges the unemployed 
to start e vigorous struggle. 

To make the "Unemployed Movement" successful, the 
following work must be carried out :- 

Party organizations and red labour unions will each work . 
out a program of activity suitable to cvery factory, every 
workshop, and every organization of the unemployed, due 
consideration being given to the present situation. These 
progrems must cover the following points :- 

1. Demend that the Kuominteng, the capitalists and the 
imperialists introduce e system of insurance against 
unemployment. 

2. Demand that the Kuomintang Government, the local Government 
and owners of factories immediately give money, food and 
olothing to the unemployed. , 

3. Demand that “Unemployed Relief Fund” and “Insurance against

4. Protest against dismissal of workers, egainst closing down of 
factories; demand to reduce working hours; protest against 
increase of working hours and reducing of wages; demand the 
introduction of 8 hour working day for adults and 6 hour working 
day for juvenile workers; prohibition of employment of children 
under 14 years of age. 

5. Protest against the expulsion of workers from their homes for 
non-payment of house rent; demand that house money for the 
unemployed be paid by the Government and that no rent be paid 
for houses belonging to big proprietors. 

6. Demand work for the unemployed. 

Demonstrations of the unemployed must be systematically 
organized. “Unemployed Committees", which will be permanent 
organs, must be established and will be charged with the 


' directing of this movement. On January 18 the various organs 


of the party mst intensify their work in order to organize 
and consolidate the "Unemployed Committees".

_ "Factory Committees of Workers and the Unemployed" 
will be organized in order to connect the struggle of the 
employed with that of the workers. 

Conferences of representatives of the unemployed 
must be organized in all places, irrespective of their 
importance, in order to direct the unemployed, to unify them 
and to prepare demonstrations in the 1.industrial centres 
(Shanghai, Peiping, Tanshan ctc). In the course of these 
conferences plans of activity will be worked out and the 
demands of the unemployed will be presented. Ruprescntatives 
of tho “red" labour unions and of the other organ& of the 
Party will participate in these confercnccs. 

To make thc struggle of thc unomployed a success, a 
liberal attitude should be adopted towards them: they should 
not be regarded as vagabonds, or as supporters of the 3rd 
Party.

Dear labour friends, 


The weather is cold and the end of the year 
is approaching. The hardships of our livelihood are 
being added to day by day, such as the imrease of work 
and working hours; the reduction of wages and the abolition 
of ponbe, night shift allowance and rice bonus. Further- 
more, we sare frequently beaten and scolded for trifling 
errors and are even dismissed. Friends, all these are 
due to the fact that the Japanese capitalists are resorting 
to more cruel methods to oppress us. We are unable to do 
anything. 


Friends, we have toiled for the whole year and 
have earned a great deal of money for the capitalists, but 
still we sre labouring in the same manner as om” and horse. 
We heve no better clothing or food to eat, yet our condition 
is growing worse and worse. Look at the capitalists| 
fhey are thoroughly enjoying themselves. They extort money 
from us and live in mansions, take rich meals and ride in 
motor carse Moreover, they send millions and millions of 
dollars to Japan every year to manufacture aeroplanes, big 
guns and warships to slaughter labourers, peasants and 
toiling Volunteer Armies in the North-East. They are 
again partitioning our country-Chim , and are robbing the 
working masses in Shanghai. Can we sit and wait for 
death in face of these treatments? We must determine, 
and unite to oppose the capitalists, and it is only in 
this manner we can fight our way out. First, we must 
hold meetings in work rooms, submit our demands, appoint 
our delegates and organize the Demand Committee.
